Economic Fruit Canning 


The luscious tree-ripened Bri- 
tish Columbia preserving 
peaches and plums are just be- 
ginuing to appear upon the 
market, and, in accordance with 
custom, the prairie housewife 
is nbout to commence her sea- 
sonal fruit preserving activi- 
ties. 

1—While so many essential 
articles of food have risen in 
price on account of the war, 
fruit is and will be as cheap as 
ever. There will be distinct 
economy, therefore, in using it 
to replace as far as possible 
other more expensive foods. 

2—Excellent results can be 
secured with fruit put up with- 
out the use of sugar. Although 
not a general practice, this has 
been done by many people for 
years, and authorities on pre- 
serving all agree the fruit so 
preserved retains its distinctive 
flavor very much better, and is 
altogether superior to that put 
up in the ordinary way. The 
only point is that, when pre- 
serving without sugar, it is 
necessary to be particularly 
careful to see that the jars are 
sealed up air-tight, and to in- 
sure this, the paraftin wax top 

{should be used in every case. 
Of course, sugar will eventual- 
ly have to be used in preparing 
the fruit for the table, but, in 
this connection I may point 
out (1) That very much less 


sugar is used in this way, when . 


sweetening to taste, and (2) 
That wholesale prices of sugar 
in New York have already gone 
down a little, and there is every 
likelihood that, long before any 
great proportion of this sea- 
son’s preserves is used, sugar 
prices will be normal again. 

To put up fruits without su- 
gar, simply prepare the peaches 
or plums in the ordinary way, 
place them in jars, fill with 
cold water, then place the jars 
in a boiler filled with cold 
water und heat to a boiling 
point. A board should be 
placed in the bottom of the 


boiler to keep the jars from the 
direct heat of the stove. Fruit 
will be found 


thus prepared 
excellent for pies, delicious for 
eating with cream, and gener- 
lally, superior to the sugar- 
syrup preserves, If the jars 
are properly air-tight they will 
|keep quite as long.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE 


How it Came to be Placed Under the 
Treasury Department 

The Uniced States revenue cutter 
service is a military arm of the gov- 
ernment attached to and under the di- 
rection, of the treasury department. 
The service was organized in 1790 an 
constituted the original naval force o 
the country. There was at that time 
no navy de; artment, and the service 
was placed under the treasury depart- 
ment, where it has remained ever 
since. 

It is claimed with the enforcement

There are 
forty-three citters in the service, and 
they carry from one to five or six guns 
each.

Dry coal aoes not produce as much 
heat as coal tha is considerab-y 
damp. It-is, of course a fact that a 
,Sreater heat makes the fuel more 
valuable, and .t is essential to know 
a to secure the mos: from ordinary 
fuel. 

Coal that is to be burned ia a fur- 
nace, a stove or a grate for immed- 
iate: heat will produce nearly one- 
fourth more heat when wet than 
when dry. Coal that is to be placed in 
a stove or furnace to be closed up 
s0 as to precuce a long continued, 
moderate heat will produce a little 
more tha: on3-third more heat if 
there is plenty of of moisture than 
can be secured if tho coal is real dry. 

Large lumps of coal can be soaked 
in a pail of wate: for half an hour, 
und the heat will be increased nearly 
one-half. This i: done in cases whera 
}tie lumps are used in stoves tight'y 
,closed, such as those known as air- 
tight furnaces. 
| Several pails of water thrown over 
a ton of ccai will increase its va'ue 
greatly to the consumer. Coal will 
;burn brisk'y ir wet and almost air- 
{less mines, and it is said the heat is 
‘intense. When there is a fire and the 
(coal pile burns it is difficult todrown 
that port:oa of che fire with water. 
We might a: well secure a little of 
the heat rtored in burning water as

BOOSr BC. LUMBER TRADE 


Steamship Service to West Indies via 
Panama Would Give Great Out- 
let for Lumber 
E. §. 8S, Flood, trade commissioner 
for Barbadoes, in his report to the de- 
partment o: trade and commerce, 
states that the opening of thg Panama 
canal will enable shippers of Jumber 
from British Columbia to compete 

with the West Indies. 

To satisfy inquiries a request has 
been made to the trade department of 
British, Columbia to furnish samples 
of the differen: varieties of lumber 
that are Commercial'y important and 
suitable for exportation. 

These shipments will be showed to 
the traders and afterwards sent to 
Trinidad, Jamaica and British Guinea 
and the Northern Islands. In this way 
an opportunity will be afforded for a 
comparison of British Columbia lum- 
ber with that now imported. 

The requirements of the British 
West Indies for lumber, shingles, 
shooks, staves and puncheons, have an 
average value of about two and a 
quarter mill.on o. dollars. These colo- 
nies, with the exception of Jamaica, 
give a preference to Canadian lumber. 
A steamship service between British 
Columbia and these colonies that 
would give an outlet for lumber and 
other products o2 Western Canada 
would depend to a large extent on the 
availability of returr cargoes. Tha 
products of the West Indies, that now 
reach the preference market of Can: 
ada and that could make the voyage 
to British Columbia without deteriora- 
tion are sugar aud molasses, cocoa 
nuts and copra, coffee, molascuit and 
green heart timber. The examination 
into the ciaracter of the trade be- 
tween the e«sterr provinces and the 
West Indies forces the conclusion that 
an identical trade could be created for 
the western provinces and one that 
would in no way bo an interference 
with the lumtei now handled in the 
east. \

question of Chinese students and che 
native pres3. .t addition to its ecor- 
omic value the r_port provides inter- 
esting reading and amply justifies the 
commendation oi Sir George Foster. 
The report upon J:pan, which is print- 
ed in the same booklet and follows 
that upon China, is equally intcresting 
although different conditions have re- 
sulted in toraliy different reports. No- 
thing is more remarkable than the 
contrast between tne two countries.

ers. Canad ans may sometimes forget 
that the phenomena due to te won- 
derful deve cpmett of their own coun- 
try does not exhanst the important 
problems in cvurse of soluticn else- 
where and it is highly desiraLle that 
development likely to provide a su» 
ject of engrose’ng future interest to 
Canada should be presented in brief 
and graphic terms.and handled in the 
masterly fa-tion found in this report. 
It is not giv-n to any man to do more 
than suggest a possible outcome of the 
factors in operation, and Canada has 
some experience of the foreigner who 
spends three weeks in a country and 
writes a boox. In China this is describ- 
ed as “seeing China through a port- 
hole,” but a characteristic of the re- 
port under review is the moderation of 
{ts expressiuns and the deference 
shown to the eaperience of competent 
authorities.

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RURAL DEPOPULATION 
AND SOME CAUSES 


DISREGARD OF THE PRINCIPLES 
OF CONSERVATION IS ONE 
OF TriE FACTORS 


Lands Have Been Farmed Witl: Utter 
Disregard of the Possibility of ths 
Exhaustion of Soil Fertility, and 
Abandoned After Being Literally 
“Mined.” 

The exodus of population from our 
agricultural communities coastitutes 
one of the most important phases of 
that composite subject so frequently 
referred to under the vague but con 
venient term, “the rural problem.” 
The admiravle analysis of this ques: 
tion of rurai depopulation, given by 
Rev, John MacDougall in his Look en- 
titled “Rura! Life in Canada.” is of 
patricular inverest to the advocate of 
conservation, in that it emphasizes tre 
close connection between the proper 
use of natlSnal resources and the 
maintenanc® of a large and prosper 
ous rural population. Nations have, 
hitherto, failed to realize the full im- 
portance of his relation and iheir fail- 
ure to do so has been a costly and ir- 
reparable error. 

“Congervation,’ referring to the 
wise use of c country’s natural re- 
sources, is a word of no narrow mean 
ing. It stands, first and foremost, for 
the elimination of waste and extravag- 
ance in reszect to those resources 
which are limited in supply, and for 
the propaagtion of those which, al 
though limited, are reproducible. Bur 
it means more thar that. It stands fo: 
economy in the entire field of produc- 
tion, as we.l as in consumption,—for 
the utilization of al! portions of ths 
national domain in such a manner as 
to secure the maximum return there 
from. These are the cardinal prin- 
ciples which former generations dis- 
regarded ana which the present haz 
not yet learnc to appreciate thorough- 
ly. They become fully realized only 
when the results of disregard ure man. 
{fested in such tangible forms as the 
present whoiesale abandonment of 
once-thriving agricultural cemmun) 
ties. For this movement of population 
the failure to observe the principles 
of conservat:on has not been wholly 
responsible, but ‘t has contributed in 
two ways. 

Primarily, there has been the 
reckless exploration of wooded areas 
which were never of a nature to just- 
ify agricuitural settlement. Lands, 
with soil adapted only for iorestry 
purposes, have been stripped of tim- 
ber, exhaustec by a few crops and 
abandoned in such condition as to be 
almost uselers even for reforertation 
From start to finish the policy pur- 
sued has been ruinous to tational
